The  special  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  memorials 
of  Henry  H.  Goldsborough  and  others,  and  Tench  Tilghrnan 
and  others,  and  the  counter  memorial  of  the  said  Tench  Tilgh- 
rnan and  others,  in  relation  to  the  affairs  of  the  Maryland  and 
Delaware  Railroad  Company,  respectfully  report: 

Your  committee  having  been  duly  authorised  by  order  of 
this  House,  passed  on  the  24th  of  January  last,  to  send  for 
persons,  and  the  books,  papers,  &c,  of  the  Maryland  and  Del- 
aware Railroad  Company,  did  under  and  by  virtue  of  said  or- 
der, require  the  attendance  of  a  number  of  witnesses,  and  the 
production  of  all  the  books  and  papers  of  said  company,  to- 
gether with  its  common  seal,  before  them.  In  the  course  of 
the  investigation,  your  committee  examined  many  of  the  said 
books  and  papers;  and  were  greatly  assisted  in  that  duty  by 
Isaac  C.  W.  Powell,  the  former  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
said  company,  who  testified  under  oath.  But  as  your  com- 
mittee were  not  provided  with  a  stenographer,  or  even  with  a 
clerk,  they  are  unable  to  set  out  in  their  report  all  the  facts 
elicited  by  such  examination.  They  purpose  briefly  to  state 
the  result  of  their  labors  and  the  conclusions  to  which  they 
have  arrived. 

It  appears  that  the  Maryland  and  Delaware  Railroad  Com- 
pany was  incorporated  by  act  of  1854,  chapter  274,  afterwards 
amended  by  act  of  1856,  chapter  50.  The  company  having 
been  duly  organised,  became  entitled  under  the  act  of  1860, 
chapter  303,  to  the  State's  aid  by  subscription,  to  the  amount 
of  |140.358  86,  upon  certain  terms  and  conditions.  Under 
the  provisions  of  the  last  named  act,  the  sum  of  $15,000  was 
paid  over  to  said  company  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  on 
the  1 2th  of  July,  1860,  and  the  further  sum  of  $15,000  on 
the  12th  of  October,  1860;  to  the  regularity  and  correctness 
of  which  payments,  your  committee  have  heard  no  objection. 
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It  further  appears  that  on  the  11th  of  December,  1861,  the 
regular  annual  election  for  President,  Treasurer  and  Directors 
of  said  company  was  held  at  Easton.  Doctor  E.  M.  Hardcas- 
tle,  William  F.  Hawkins  and  Thomas  C.  Nichols  were  appoin- 
ted judges,  and  took  the  oath  required  of  them  as  judges  of 
such  election,  but  did  not  subscribe  the  same.  The  polls  were 
then  opened,  and  after  all  present  had  voted,  the  ballots  were 
counted  out,  and  the  said  judges  announced  that  Henry  H. 
Goldsborough  having  received  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes, 
was  duly  elected  President;  and  that  Reuben  Tharp,  having 
received  a  majority  of  legal  votes,  was  duly  elected  Treasurer; 
and  that  James  Dixon,  Samuel  J.  Hopkins,  John  Golds- 
borough,  Henry  Roussett,  James  Merrick,  Henry  Straughn 
and  N.  H.  Ooverdale,  having  received  a  majority  of  legal  votes 
were  duly  elected  Directors  of  said  company,  as  will  fully  appear 
by  reference  to  the  qualification  and  return  of  said  judges,  ac- 
companying this  report,  and  marked  "  Document  A.,"  and 
Doctor  0.  C.  Cox,  the  President  of  the  meeting,  declared  the 
persons  so  returned  to  be  duly  elected  the  officers  of  the  said 
company  for  the  ensuing  year.  Whereupon  the  said  Tench 
Tilghman,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  others,  filed  a  protest 
against  the  action  of  the  judges  of  said  election,  in  that  they 
refused  to  receive  and  count  the  ballots  offered  by  him  for 
three  hundred  and  thirty-five  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  com- 
pany, held  under  the  forfeiture  of  the  contract  of  Mitchel  & 
Maffit,  and  which  he  as  President,  offered  to  vote  for  himself 
as  President;  for  I.  C.  W.  Powell,  as  Treasurer;  and  for  S. 
Hambleton,  J.  Merrick,  G-.  W.  Goldsborough,  David  Knotts, 
William  Slaughter,  Edgar  Plummer  and  William  R.  Hugh- 
lett,  as  Directors,  and  claiming  that  by  reason  of  said  refusal 
the  said  election  was  void. 

Afterwards,  to  wit:  on  the  19th  of  December,  1861,  the 
said  persons,  so  as  aforesaid  appointed  judges  of  election,  at- 
tempted to  review  and  correct  their  return,  by  counting  the 
three  hundred  and  thirty-five  votes  which  they  refused  at  the 
election,  and  by  declaring  that  the  following  persons  were 
duly  elected  the  officers  of  said  company,  to  wit:  the  said 
Tench  Tilghman,  President;  I.  C.  W.  Powell,  Treasurer; 
Samuel  Hambleton,  James  Merrick,  G.  W.  Goldsborough, 
David  Knotts,  William  Slaughter,  Edgar  Plummer  and  Wil- 
liam R.  Hughlett,  Directors,  as  will  also  fully  appear  by  refer- 
ence to  "Document  B."  hereto  annexed. 

Thereupon  both  sets  of  officers  claimed  to  be  duly  elected, 
and  a  controversy  at  once  arose  between  them  for  the  control 
and  management  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  said  company. 

On  the  14th  of  December,  1861,  the  said  Henry  H.  Golds- 
borough, transmitted  to  A.  Lingan  Jarrett,  Esq.,  then  Comp- 


troller  of  the  State,  the  annexed  letter,  marked  "  Docu- 
ment CL,"  and  therein  informed  him  of  the  election  oi  the 
11th  of  December,  1861,  claimed  that  the  rights  and  du- 
ties of  the  old  board  had  been  terminated  by  said  election, 
and  protested  against  any  claim  or  demand,  that  might  be 
made  by  them,  for  any  part  of  the  State's  appropriation  in 
behalf  of  said  company  ;  to  all  of  which  the  said  Jarrett 
replied  at  length.     (See  Document  D.) 

On  December  21st,  1881,  notwithstanding  the  notice  and 
protest  aforesaid  on  the  part  of  said  G-oldsborough,  a  warrant 
was  issued  by  said  Jarrett  for  other  $15,000  of  the  State's 
Funds.  On  the  27th  of  December,  1861,  Henry  H.  Golds- 
borough,  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Com- 
pany, notified  Tench  Tilghman,  Isaac  C.  W.  Powell  and  oth- 
ers, that  having  qualified  and  organized  under  the  direction 
of  the  said  board,  he  demanded  of  them  the  books,  papers, 
monies  and  all  other  property  and  effects,  belonging  to  said 
company.     (See  Document  E.) 

On  the  4th  of  January,  1862, 1.  C.  W.  Powell,  as  Secretary  of 
the  company,  sent  a  communication  to  E.  Tharp,  Esq.,  in- 
forming him  that  the  books,  papers  and  monies  of  said  com- 
pany, would  be  handed  over  on  the  joint  receipt  of  the  said 
H.  H.  G-oldsborough,  as  President  and  R.  Tharp,  as  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  said  board,  (See  Document  F.;)  but  on  the 
11th  of  January,  1862,  the  said  Tench  Tilghman,  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  said  company,  notified  the  said  Goldsborough  and 
Tharp,  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  said  company, 
held  on  the  10th  of  that  month,  the  company  had  reconsid- 
ered its  former  action,  and  that  the  demand  for  the  delivery 
of  the  property  of  the  company  would  not  be  complied  with. 
(See  Document  G.) 

At  this  stage  of  the  investigation,  your  committee  became 
satisfied  that  the  validity  of  the  election  of  the  officers  of  said 
company,  being  purely  a  judicial  question,  could  not  properly 
be  determined  by  this  House,  and  that  it  would  be  a  useless 
expenditure  of  money  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  proceed  further 
with  the  examination.  They  have,  therefore,  dismissed  all  the 
witnesses  summoned  before  them,  and  have  concluded  to  sub- 
mit the  following  resolution  for  the  action  of  this  House: 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland,  That  it 
appearing  to  this  House  that  a  controversy  has  arisen  in  re- 
gard to  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  officers  of  the 
Maryland  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company,  which  can  only 
be  determined  by  the  judicial  tribunals  of  the  State,  the 
Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  and  directed,  not 
to  pay  over  any  further  sum  or   sums  of  money  on   account  of 
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the  State's  subscription  to  the  stock  of  said  company,  until  it 
shall  be  legally  ascertained  and  declared  by  said  judicial  tri- 
bunals or  by  a  new  election,  who  are  the  duly  elected  officers  of 
said  company,  and  to  whom  such  payment  should  be  made;  and 
that  the  the  records,  books,  papers,  seal  and  other  property 
of  saH  company,  now  in  the  charge  of  the  committee  of  inves- 
tigation heretofore  appointed  by  this  House,  be  returned  to 
the  custody  and  keeping  of  the  person  or  persons,  who  deliv- 
ered the  same  to  the  said  committee;  and  that  thereupon  the 
said  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject.

We  the  subscribers,  duly  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Maryland  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company, 
the  Judges  to  conduct  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  of  the  said  Company,  held  on  the  eleventh 
day  of  December,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
in  the  town  of  Easton,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  President, 
Treasurer  and  seven  Directors,  for  said  Company,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  charter;  and  having  taken  the  oath  required  of 
them,  well  and  truly  and  according  to  law  to  conduct  such 
election,  did  accordingly  hold  such  election  and  receive  the 
votes  of  the  stockholders,  which  votes  we  have  counted,  and 
do  now  declare  and  certify  that  Tench  Tilghman  having  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  the  votes  offered  was  duly  elected  Presi- 
dent, and  that  Samuel  Hambleton,  James  Merrick,  G.  W. 
Goldsborough,   David    Knotts,   William   Slaughter,   Edgar 
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Hummer  and  William  R  Hughlett,  having  received  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  offered  for  Directors,  were  duly  elected  Di- 
rectors of  the  Company,  and  that  I.  C.  W.  Powell,  having 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes  offered  for  Treasurer,  was 
duly  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Company. 

We  do  also  further  state,  that  we  did  at  first  decide  that 
three  hundred  and  thirty-five  shares  of  stock  held  "by  the 
Maryland  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company,  which  were 
offered  to  be  voted  by  the  President  of  the  Company,  for  the 
officers  above  named,  should  not  be  received  and  counted; 
against  which  decision  the  said  President  did  at  the  time 
protest,  and  requested  the  said  protest  to  be  entered  on  the 
record  of  the  election,  which  was  ordered  to  be  done,  and  said 
protest  will  appear  among  the  records  of  the  said  election. 
And  we  did  further  decide,  that  by  the  rejection  of  said  votes 
the  election  was  carried  in  favor  of  the  opposing  candidates, 
to  wit:  H.  H.  G-oldsborough,  for  President,  Samuel  T.  Hop- 
kins, John  Goldsborough,  James  Merrick,  Henry  Straughn, 
Henry  Roussett,  N.  H.  Coverdale  and  James  Dixon,  for  Di- 
rectors, and  Reuben  Tharp,  for  Treasurer,  and  did  give  a 
certificate  to  that  effect — but  that  we  did  so  decide  and  cer- 
tify, under  the  impression  that  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  make 
an  immediate  decision,  and  were  thereby  precluded  from  an 
opportunity  for  such  an  investigation  as  the  important  legal 
question  involved  in  said  vote  required — and  we  now  declare 
and  certify,  that  we  have  since  maturely  examined  and  con- 
sidered the  subject,  and  are  fully  satisfied  that  we  have  the 
right  to  review  and  correct  our  return,  and  being  fully  con-

Dear  Sir: — The  Protest  under  date  of  the  14th  instant, 
filed  by  you  as  President  of  the  Maryland  aod  Delaware 
Kailroad  Company,  on  behalf  of  yourself  and  Messrs.  Hop- 
kins, Dixon  and  others,  Directors  thereof,  against  the  pay- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  State's  appropriation  to  said  Com- 
pany, upon  the  demand  of  what  you  term  the  late  board  of 
Directors,  has  been  duly  received  and  considered.  I  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  reply: 

Prior  to  your  Protest,  on  the  3d  of  the  present  month,  a 
requisition  was  made  upon  this  Office  by  Mr.  J.  C.  W.  Powell, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Company,  under  his  Official 
Seal,  in  favor  of  Mr.  Nicholas  C.  Hammond,  Cashier,  for  the 
sum  of  $15,000,  on  account  of  the  State's  appropriation  under 
the  act  of  1860,  chapter  303,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
enclosed. 

This  requisition  appears  in  due  form,  and  to  be  given  by 
the  proper  Officer,  and  it  was  my  intention  at  the  time  of  its 
reception,  to  issue  a  warrant  upon  the  Treasury  thereon, 
when  I  thought  its  condition  would  permit  it. 

In  your  Protest,  you  assert  that  the  "rights  and  duties  of 
the  Old  board  terminated  with  election  of  the  New."  With 
this  proposition  I  do  not  agree. 

The  Act  of  1854,  referred  to  by  you,  requires  the  members 
elect  of  the  board  to  qualify  and  organize  as  such,  and  I  hum- 
bly conceive  this  to  be  a  condition  precedent  to  their  action, 
and  if  so,  the  Old  board  unquestionably  holds  over. 

Entertaining  those  views,  I  respectfully  decline  to  regard 
your  protest,  and  in  accordance  with  my  intention  as  above 
indicated,  have  issued  a  warrant  upon  the  Treasury  upon  the 
demand  made  by  Mr.  Powell.
